CAPTURED AS 
SPIES 

Story of thm 
War.

"Butler's coming: Railroad track’s 
•II torn up sod tbs telegraph wires 
«nt! You boys had better get right 
back to Petersburg. I’m going there 
to give the alarm.” 

A dust covered farmer mounted on 
a foaming boras. Who bad come tear¬ 
ing down the Blrlimond turnpike, 
•booted this startling news to two 
barefooted newsboys who were resting 
In the shade on the side of the turn¬ 
pike. a few yards from tbe point where 
tt crossed tbe Ricbmoud and Peters¬ 
burg railroad. 

Tbe time was in tbe early days of 
tbe siege of Petersburg, when General 
Benjamin F. butler was operating on 
tbe James river 

Tbe older of these two newsboys 
was fifteen. 1 will call him Jack, t 
was tbe younger one and was eleven 
years old. 

We discussed the question whether 
We sbonid go borne or go on toward 
Richmond aud endeavor to get a 
glimpse of Geueral Butler, whom Con¬ 
federate boys at that time regarded 
as a sort of monster 

We started at a brisk walk along 
tbe railroad, with our unsold stock 
of Richmond papers under our arms. 

A# we turned a curve near tbe Swift 
creek bridge we,saw. about a mile be¬ 
yond. a sight that greatly excited us. 
Tbe air waa full ot black smoke, 
through which we saw an occasional 
flash of flames. Presently we came 
Clowe enough to discover that tbe source 
of tbe flames was s great pile of tele¬ 
graph poles and railroad ties. 

•’Butler’s men did that.” said Jack. 
“We’ll have to be migbty cautious. 
Let's get into tbe ditch along tbe track 
and keep a sharp lookout." 

Just beyond a slight rise of the 
ground north of tbe bouse was a Un¬ 
ion encampment. Tbe smoke lazily 
rose from a hundred campfires, and 
tbe white tents gleamed In the bright 
sunsbine In a manner tbat was almost 
painful to the eyes. 

Gradually it dawned upon us tbat 
the camp had been suddenly abandon- 
ed-so suddenly, indeed, that tbe din¬ 
ners were left cooking on tbe Ores, 
and all sorts of camp utensils and pro¬ 
visions were scattered promiscuously 
around. 

We made straight for tbe big tent 
In, front of which tbe dag was flying 
Jack lowered tbe flag. With a beating 
heart I entered tbe teiiL I found It 
Uttered with tom papers and maps.

In front of tbe tenL On tbe shelves In¬ 
side waa a boiled bam, and about It 
lay a variety of cuuned meats and 
fruits. While a chest was found to con¬ 
tain a quantity of freshly baked bread. 

"Oh,” said Jack. "If we only had a 
wagon we might carry borne a lot of 
these things.” 

“Well." said 1. “the next best thing 
ia to tote borne as much as we can on 
our backs. What are we going to 
tnkef” 

“1 reckon.” said Jack, "that tbe folks 
at borne would like tea and coffee best 
They are scarcest” 

We decided to load ourselves down 
with those two articles. We found 
some empty sacks and divided tbe 
contents of tbe sack of green coffee In 
General Butler's kitchen lent Into two 
parts of chlrt/ or forty pounds each. 
Then Into two other sacks we poured a 
chest of Ooloug tea. These Were tied 
op and put Inskle tbe sacks containing 
coffee, and Jack also stuffed into bis 
sack tbe flag in front of tbe general's 
tent, which be bad taken down when 
be first entered tbe camp. 

He suggested tbat I give blm a part 
of my coffee lu order to lighten tbe 
load, and at first 1 was Inclined to do

We took the turnpike wltb tbe hope 
of getting a lift in some passing ve¬ 
hicle. As we trudged along we saw 
two Confederate cavalrymen riding to¬ 
ward us. In our fear lest they should 
rob us of our precious possessions we 
aiuocbed along as near tbe woods as 
we could get hoping they would pass 
without noticing us. 

Vain hope! “Halt!" we heard one 
of tbfm shout Just as they were 
abreast of us.

He was a cruel looking fellow, sdI 
we soon discovered tbat his looks did 
mot belle blm.

jerked tbe sack from tbe terrified boy's 
shoulder. 

Plunging his arm Into tbe sack, be 
drew out tbe United States flag. At 
sight of this the corporal shouted. 
"Spies—traitora!” and danced about 
wildly. 

It was useless for us to try to ex¬ 
plain to tbe Infuriated man. and, to 
tell tbe truth, we were too badly' 
frightened to give a good account of 
ourselves 

“I’m going to carry you to General 
Beauregard's headquarters."' the cor¬ 
poral said, "and you II be shot as 
spies." ' 

We believed him. It was not. there¬ 
fore. with very good spirits that we 
started on our march to General Bean- 
regard's headquarters. 

We wished to throw our sacks away, 
but our captors would not allow It. ao 
we plodded along, our loads on our 
backs and tbe corporal constantly 
threatening to thrasb us tor our slow¬ 
ness. 

We turned out of tbe turnpike Into a 
crossroad I ventured lo ask bow far 
General Beauregards headquarters 
were and received a cuff on tbe side of 
tbe bead from the corporal. 1 asked 
tbe other soldier if be would not carry 
my sack behind him on bis horse's 
back a little way. I believe be would 
have done so. If tbe corporal bad not 
forbidden h. 

Juai as we reached tbe top of a long 
bill aud I waa about to drop from fa¬ 
tigue | saw tbat we were near our 
journey's end.

Too stupid to taiue or to break to a 
Salter aud too heavy to transport 
through hundred* of mile, of wilder- 
oeaa.

Compared with the alert grlui ex¬ 
terior of the feline* there Is little lo 
the appearance of a pMegiiistlc. poo 
4«roiM pig like a rbiuocaros to Indicate 
Cta real ferociousness. There is hard¬ 
ly a wIM animal in existence which is 
mare dangenum than this rarest of ail 
mat menagerie captive*. Awkward aa 
•he great creature .ippeurs when at 
teat once aroused it daaltes through 
the densest thicket with the Irreslsti- 
hls speed of an express train. 

To catch a rhiusaerow the trapper 
i with |>reparation* much as 
d explorer hound for a two or 
three year expedition In the interior 
«f an uuesplorrd '-otitliinit. for the 
difficulty confronting him Ik the three¬ 
fold one of drat penetrating a thou¬ 
sand or more miles Into the Interior; 
second, of Sliding not only a rhinoce¬ 
ros. but a rhinoceros cow with a calf 
old enough to capture, and. lastly, of 
transport log his priae across hills and 
mountain a and plains, aver rivers aud 
rarities across Hivampo aud through 
forests to rirllhcatton. 

- Skirting swamps and rivers the men 
art rear on the lookout for the deep, 
round spoors, like a pie plate driven 
Into the mud. tor hi this wet grouod 
the rhinoceros loves to wallow. Fre- 
qneotij live or six months elapse be- 
ffure the tracks of a cow aud a calf arc 
picked up 

Noise lean and from well to leeward, 
the trapper and bis men gradually 
steal nearer until the com aud the 
calf are Inclosed in a circle. From 
ahead, out of the omze of cane and 
creeper, aouud* the uueaay stamping 
ef the cow. With a half snort, half 
grunt, iu an Instant the rhinoceros la 
all attention. Bend raised and nostrils 
•hilling, the searches the air steadily. 
At sight of one ot the savage* the cow 
dashes with the speed ot n race herse 
at the man. charging the human decoy,

clever native hunter will dodge in this 
way. giving the trap|*er ample time to 
Bring down the rhinoceros. 

Then comes me tracking of the 
frightened calf, which has fled at the 
first sign of ’trouble, aud soon it la 
pushed, prodded aud shoved up a 
bridge of log skids Into a cage of tbs 
bullock cart. «. 

Bot even more dangerous la the trap¬ 
ping of the hippopotamus, for. al¬ 
though in itself the "rhino'’ la a more 
savage antagonist than the “river 
horse.” the trapper iiuuta the former 
on land and brings down at a safe dis¬ 
tance. whereas iu the case of the hip¬ 
popotamus be must tight In the same 
primitive fashion that savages have 
wsed for ages. Baud to maw. as It 
Were, he must engage this two ton 
monster while standing iu the bow of 
to frail eait.ie. for the hippopotamus, 
aa Its mime, the - river horse." means. 
Is a laud and water animal and must 
be harpooned nnd brought ashore be¬ 
fore It expires, otherwise It would.sink 
M once t<> the bottom of the river, the 
coveted calf escaping among the other 
hippopotamuses Instead of following 
Che stricken cow to -here, so that the 
youngster iua> be caugfit.-A. W.

An Operation Necessary to Pro¬ 
cure Good Feathers. 

LOCKING THE BIROS’ WINGS.

“Yes." said a manufacturer and deal¬ 
er la bed furulahlug*. it is nsce-smiry 
that goose feathers should be taken 
from fbe live goose If wr are to study 
the beaKh and comfort of people who 
think they must have feather beds aud 
pillows. Dead goose fee (hern are not 
much better tbun busks to lie on and 
bare uot that great virtue of busks— 
wholesouieuesa. 

'They say It doesn't hurt a goose to 
pluck It. but It seems to me that one 
might aa well say that It wouldn't hurt 
s man to have bis whiskers yanked out 
by tbe handful Tbe reason they give 
for believing s goose doesn’t suffer 
when its feathers are being plucked 
out of It is that It never squawks or 
squeaks or makes a fuss while tbe 
plucking Is going on. 

"Now. I believe It hurts a goose like 
tbe mischief to bare Its feathers pallsd 
out. coming as they do from tbe ten- 
derest spots on Its body, sod tbe rea¬ 
son tbe fowl doesn’t utter any protest 
prompted by pain is. according to the 
way I have nixed geese up. because It 
la such a blame fool. A goose will 
squawk and clatter and rookie as If It 
were suffering more agony than a 
horse with (he colic just at the mere 
sight of you. but If you corner It up 
and pelt It with stenea K seems to for¬ 
get that It baa a voice and will take 
kM the punishment you give It without 
a further word. 

“Tbe Pennsylvania Dutch farmers 
pluck geese today Just tbe same as 
their forbears did time out of mind, 
and 1 don’t know as there Is say other 
way. It certainly couldn’t be made 
any pleasanter for tbe goose unieee 
tbe pluckrr held chloroform or some¬ 
thing like (bat to Its nose while the 
plncklug was going on. Tbe geeee to 
be bereft of tbelr feathers are first 
got together’ In an Inclomire used for 
tbe purpose. Tbe perspicacity of 
geese may be strikingly made known 
to you when they are being rounded 
up In such an luclosure If there should 
bappeu to be s knothole In ODe end of 
it the door being at tbe other. That 
door nay be six feet high and three 
broad, bat guose after goose will Ig¬ 
nore It and try its best to get through 
tbe knotbole. Induced, though, to try 
the door, every guose will bob Its bead 
down as it passes through for fear of 
knocking It against tbe top of tbe 
door Jamb, six feet above. 

•There la a man or a boy In every 
neighborhood where geese are plucked 
who Is an expert In getting tbe goose 
ready for the proces* Not every one 
can do that. Tbe wings of the goose 
have to be locked together by a pecul¬ 
iar arrangement of tbe two near the 
shoulder, aud. while (bey are uot tieii 
or fasteued la any other way. tbe lock 
la inch that no goose can unlock It 
The goose’s feet are tied together with 
a broad band of sofr muslin Then it 
la ready for the pi acker 

•The pi ackers, who are almost al¬ 
ways women, go among tbe geese with 
their heads and faces entirely covered 
with hoods fastened around tbe neck 
with a shirr string. There are boles In 
tbe hoods for the eyes and also at the 
nose to supply fresh sir for breathing 
From the ueck down tbe pickers are 
coveied with a glazed muslin garment 
lo which no feather or down will cling 
The pluckers will sit on low stools 
around a large and perfectly dry tub. 
Each takes In her lap a goose made 
helpless by Its Interlocked wings and 
bound legs aud with rapid plying of 
her Augers separates the feathers from 
It. ThU U done with such skill, though, 
that Che piucker rarely breaks tbs 
goose’s skin or rouses blood to fallow 
tbe plucking out ot s feather. Tbe air 
la constantly fllled with tbe light feath¬ 
ers during the plucking, but they set¬ 
tle into the tub at last. 

"But there isn’t as much roll for tbe 
goose to undergo tbU raping sf its 
festbera as there used to be Not one 
pound of guose feathers Is used today 
where there were fifty pounds twenty- 
tire years ago. Odd as It may seem, 
asthma aud bay fever long ago began 
to have a good deal to do with decreas¬ 
ing tbe demand for feather belie and 
pillows. It was discovered that asth- 
jna and ha- fever bad au affinity for 
such couches and bead rests; that 
nothing would start an asthmatic off 
for a cheerful night’s w beesing so 
quickly as a feather bed. Tbls discov¬ 
ery spread, and tbe goose owes a great 
deal of Its later day comfort to tbs 
•atbma.”—Detroit Free Press.

A story is told of a prisoner who called the judge 
a fool. The judge fined him $10. He paid the fine 
but asked: “Do you fine people for thinking, your 
Honor?” The judge answered in the negative. 
“Well,” he said, “I think you're a fool still.” 

If I should print my personal opinion of some big 
advertisers like as not I’d get fined; but it is perfectly 

safe to think. 

If a traveler came to you and talked of the stuff 
which his house prints as advertising you would put 
him down at once as an idiot. 

The talk is unnatural; sounding brass and a 
tinkling cymbal; unreal, insincere, dead. The reader 
feels that it isn't the advertiser who is talking; that 
there really isn’t anybody talking; that the words are 
just printing. 1 . ■ 

Good advertising is good talk; the frank, honest 
kind that tonvinces. 

An advertisement of one hundred words should 
make the reader think five thousand words; and 
herein is the whole secret of good copy. It isn’t what 
yon say that counts but the chain of thought which 
your advertising creates. 

The more you fuss over your advertising copy the 
poorer the result It isn't a job to stutter about or to 
apologize for or to burn midnight oil over. If you 
want to make an advertising hit all you need to do 
is to talk to the reader of the newspaper as you talk 
across the counter to a customer. 

Two Irishmen chased a wild-cat up a tree. Pat 
went up to shake him off while Mike remained below 
to catch him when he fell. Both were successful, but 
Mike and the wild-cat were soon in a rough and 
tumble scrap below. Pat called out "Shall Oi come 
douwn an* help you howld him, Mike?” “Nawl 
Begorra, come douwn, Pat, an' help me let him go.” 

Advertising is a wild-cat up a tree. Once you 
have shaken him off, the problem of "letting go” is 
quite as difficult as the problem of "howlding on.” 
But what you need in either case is nerve; and a 
reasonable assurance regarding the future. 

It rarely pays to splurge. Make your appropria¬ 
tion deliberately and carefully. Prepare good copy. 
Advertise continuously; every day or at least every 
week. Your store is the seed or the plant. The 
advertising is the rain and the sunshine. You can’t 
rush the growth. It may take weeks or months to 
produce flowers or fruit
